Return to High 
River still days 
away: Gov’t 


Post flood. Evacuees 
told crews working to 
restore basic services, rid 
town of contaminated 
standing water 


The Alberta government says 
any return by residents to the 
town hardest hit by flooding is 
still days away. 

The mayor of High River 
had suggested that a timeline 
for plans to go back was close, 
but Rick Fraser, the govern¬ 
ment member appointed to 
oversee the town’s recovery, 
said Wednesday that it was 
still being finalized. 

Crews are still working, he 
said, to restore basic services, 
to rid the community of con¬ 
taminated standing water and 
to make things safe. 


But Fraser suggested the 
news was positive. 

“I am veiy pleased to be 
able to tell you that the think 
around this is in terms of days, 
not weeks,” he said. 

“I want the residents of 
High River to know that of¬ 
ficials are working with the 
RCMP and other disaster- 
response agencies to elimin¬ 
ate these hazards and restore 
basic essential services so that 
we can place residents back in 
their community as soon as 
possible.” 

Fraser said the re-entiy, 
when it comes, will be staged. 

The town of Slave Lake 
took a similar approach when 
a wildfire destroyed hundreds 
of homes in 2011. People were 
allowed to return in three 
groups — essential workers 
such as hospital, utilities and 
municipal staff first; then staff 
from businesses such as banks 


and groceiy stores and finally 
other town residents. 

Fraser also said that pre- 
loaded debit cards to help 
evacuees with expenses would 
go to High River residents first 
starting Thursday. Premier 
Alison Redford announced 
the cards earlier in the week 
as part of an initial $1 billion 
to kick-start recoveiy. Adults 
who have had to leave their 
homes for seven days or more 
are to get $1,250 each and 
children are eligible for $500. 

About 300 people who 
have defied a mandatory 
evacuation order and stayed 
in High River will not be eli¬ 
gible for the cards, Fraser said. 

“These people will need to 
leave High River to become 
eligible.” 

First Nations evacuees and 
temporaiy foreign workers 
will also be eligible for the 
money, the Canadian press

Robots are invading Whyte 
Avenue and they know how to 
jam. 

A YouTube video, which 
depicts three robots playing 
music on Whyte Avenue while 
fellow robots walk and dance 
by, has received nearly 60,000 
views since being uploaded last 
Saturday. 

The robot musicians are 
N3K Trio, an Edmonton-based

The surprise success was 
shocking to N3K Trio, especially 
since its members had no idea a 
video existed. 

“We didn’t film or know it 
was on YouTube until someone 
told us,” said pianist Ross Nicoll. 

“We looked and saw it had 
20,000 views and thought, 
‘That’s crazy,”’ added drummer 
Connor Ellinger. “We woke up 
the next morning and it had 
50,000.” 

The band is currently lead¬ 
ing a local radio station’s on¬ 
line poll for the best cover of 
“Lucky” by Daft Punk with 78 
per cent of the vote, something 
Nicoll attributes to the com¬ 
munity’s support. 

“I think it’s a little because 
it’s Whyte Ave. and people 
around here are stoked that 
it’s someone from Edmonton,” 
said Nicoll.

‘Lungs in a box* a miracle machine, woman says 



Joyce Werlc calls the machine 
a miracle. The quarter-mil- 
lion dollar, 45-lcilogram unit 
has helped save the 66-year- 
old Alberta woman’s life. 

Due to a rare lung disease, 
she was in dire need of a lung 
transplant. 

Thanks to the University 
of Alberta Hospital’s recent 
acquisition of a portable lung 


perfusion device, the only 
one in Canada, Werlc got a set 
of lungs that otherwise would 
have been rejected. 

“These lungs were far 
away and in rough shape,” 
she said, “but the doctor got 
them quickly and repaired 
them — now I should have a 
normal life.” 

Dr. Jayan Nagendran, Dir¬ 


ector of Research in Cardiac 
Surgeiy at the U of A Hos- 
pital/Mazanlcowslci Alberta 
Heart Institute, said the Ex- 
Vivo device, dubbed “lungs 
in a box,” will allow more 
transplants to be performed 
by helping repair donor lungs 
prior to surgeiy. 

The new technology cir¬ 
culates warm blood and 


breathes air into the organs, 
reducing damage from cold 
that could render them un- 
useable. 

“Now, we could go to Ha¬ 
waii or Halifax to retrieve a 
set of lungs,” said Nagendran. 
“We’re hopeful this device 
can let us use up to half of 
donor lungs offered.”

As teens and tweens live 
more of their lives online, 
police officers in Edmonton 
are responding to an increas¬ 
ing number of sexting cases 
and warning parents to keep 
educated. 

This month, a Calgaiy 
teen was charged with crim¬ 
inal harassment and making 
child pornography after the 
15-year-old allegedly sent ex¬ 
plicit text messages to his ex¬ 
girlfriend. 

Calgaiy police have been 
involved in a dozen “sexting” 
cases this year and have held 
press conferences to warn 
of the devastating repercus¬ 
sions that come when teens 
send sexually explicit mes¬ 
sages or photographs to each 
another. 

In Edmonton, Const. 
Derek Onyslco, a school re¬ 
source officer at Queen Eliza¬ 
beth High School, said local 
cops have investigated sex-

ting cases and noted “a good 
chunk” of the issues he deals 
with are related to comput¬ 
ers and social media. 

“Because it’s so easy to 


text or to send a message 
over the computer and they 
don’t have to deal with some¬ 
one face to face, the situation 
can become quite volatile 
very quickly,” he said. 

Onyslco has seen it all: Ap¬ 
plications that can disguise a 
telephone number and allow 
mass untraceable texts to be 
sent; and students in jun¬ 
ior high who have disguised 
themselves as adults online 
and had inappropriate con¬ 
versations. 

“I don’t want to scare par¬ 
ents, but I definitely do think 


parents and guardians need 
to be better educated about 
technology and what is ac¬ 
tually happening,” he said. 

“There is a lot happen¬ 
ing with their kids that 
shouldn’t be happening, or if 
they knew it was happening, 
there would be a lot of con¬ 
sequences for their actions.” 

Tim Woda is an Amer¬ 
ican father and Internet and 
child-safety advocate who 
co-founded uKnow.com, a 
parental intelligence system, 
after his 14-year-old son be¬ 
came the target of an online 


predator. 

As technology changes 
rapidly, Woda said parents 
need to educate themselves 
and their children, and 
understand that more and 
more of their children’s lives 
will play out online. 

“Moms and dads didn’t 
know 10 years ago, eight 
years ago, six years ago, that 
they needed to be talking 
to their kids about not self- 
producing porn. The concept 
didn’t even exist when we 
were raising this generation 
of teenagers,” he said. 


The provincial and federal gov¬ 
ernments aren’t ready to say 
if money Edmonton needs to 
keep the southeast LRT project 
on schedule is on track. 

City councillors last week 
debated either delaying the 
project or drawing on city 
coffers to fund the missing 
$515 million needed for the 
$1.8-billion line. They settled 
on pushing back the decision 
to the end of August, while 
they continue to seek more 
support from the two levels of 
governments. 

The line has a committed 
$800 milhon from the city and 
an additional $250 million 
through Ottawa’s public- 
private partnership program. 
Council hopes that $235 
million from the province’s 
Green Trip program will also 
be made available. 

That still has the city 
seeking $365 million from 
the province and $150 million 
from the federal government. 

Last week, provincial 
Transportation Minister Ric 
Mclver said he needs to fully 
understand what the city is 
looking for before he says yes 
or no. 

“I won’t know the answer 
to that until I see the actual re¬ 
quest from the municipality,” 
he said. “I understand where 
they are coming from — they 
are trying to build some infra¬ 
structure and obviously you 
can’t build it without financial 
support.” 

The city is worried that a 
delay in the project, pushing 
back the opening from 2019 to 
2020, would also cost between 
$60 milhon and $85 million in 
inflationaiy increases.

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Spoken word champ 
named Edmonton’s 
next poet laureate 


Outreach. Pinkoski 
hopes to use the post to 
encourage young poets 


“We are all made of stories. 
We just need to speak. And 
we all need to listen.” 

That was one of the first 
things Mary Pinkoski said 
after being named Edmon¬ 
ton’s next poet laureate on 
Wednesday. 

The 36-year-old communi¬ 
cations professional, who has 
been involved in the city’s 
poetry scene for nearly a dec¬ 
ade, was officially appointed 
the position at an event at the 
Stanley A. Milner Libraiy. 

She will take over the post 
from Anna Marie Sewell on 
July 1 for a two-year term. 

“I’m thrilled and hum¬ 
bled,” said Pinkoski, who is 


known as a dynamic spoken 
word performer. 

She placed third at the 
2013 Canadian Individual 
Poetry slam — which makes 
her the current top-ranked 
female slam poet in the coun- 
tiy — and was voted Most 
Valuable Poet at the Canadian 
Festival of Spoken Word in 
2011 when she was captain 
of the Edmonton Poetry Slam 
Team that won the national 
championship. 

At home, she is on the 
board of the Edmonton Poet- 
ly Festival and is the founder 
of YOURS: Edmonton Youth 
Open Mic Series. 

Pinkoski is the city’s fifth 
poet laureate since the pro¬ 
gram began in 2005. 

Paul Moulton, executive 
director of the Edmonton Arts 
Council, said each poet has 
brought something “unique 
and distinct,” and that “with

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Taking the urban out of 
urban planning. Prof, 
says leave it to the feds

It’s one of the biggest re¬ 
sponsibilities a city has, but 
a Winnipeg professor argues 
councillors are the last 
people who should be hand¬ 
ling urban planning. 

Christopher Leo, a senior 
scholar at the University of 
Winnipeg, made the argu¬ 
ment at a humanities confer¬ 
ence earlier this month. 

He argues city councils 
simply face too much pres¬ 
sure from the development 
industry to stick with good 
civic plans. 

“On the basis of a lot of 
things that I have seen over 
the years it has become pretty 
clear to me that you really 
can’t expect city councils to 
stand up to developers.” 


Leo’s solution is to take 
the power away from them 
and put it in the hands of big¬ 
ger governments. 

“The developer looms 
large at the local scene, but 
that same developer is a 
much less significant factor 
at the provincial level and 
less yet at the national level,” 
he said. 

Rick Preston, the execu¬ 
tive director of the Urban 
Development Institute’s Ed¬ 
monton branch, dismissed 
Leo’s idea and said decisions 
about what gets built down 
the street should be made by 
politicians on the ground. 

“To even think about put¬ 
ting it in the hands of those 
are who not closest to the 
customer, in this case the 
taxpayer or ... the resident, 
would be foolhardy,” he 
said.

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Canada at work 


Statistics Canada released its second batch of figures Wednesday from its voluntary National Household Survey, looking at labour, education, 
the workplace, commuting, work language, mobility and migration. Here's a roundup of four things you need to know: 


Commuting 


Some 15.4 million Canadians endure a 
daily commute to and from work, most 
of them behind the wheel. Four out of 
five commuters took a private vehicle, 
while 12 per cent took public transit, up 
from 11 per cent in 2006. The dispropor¬ 
tionate popularity of driving in the age 
of climate change may boil down to a 
single factor: Time. Private-vehicle com¬ 
muters spent an average of 23.7 minutes 
getting to work, nearly half the 40.4 
minutes it took bus riders.

Post-secondary education 

For the first time women have bypassed 
men in terms of post-secondary education, 
with 64.8 per cent of working-age women 
having a post-secondary education, com¬ 
pared with 63.4 per cent of men. Women 
accounted for 59 per cent of Canadians 
aged 25 to 34 with a university degree, 
compared with 47.3 per cent of their 55- to 
64-year-old counterparts. 


Temporary foreign workers 

More than 330,000 workers live and 
work in Canada as part of the federal 
temporaiy foreign worker program — a 
number that has nearly tripled over the 
past 10 years, with the bulk of those 
job-seekers going west in search of work.

The NIH said it will retire 
about 310 government-owned 
chimpanzees from research 
over the next few years, and 
keep only 50 others essen¬ 
tially on retainer — available 
if needed for crucial med¬ 
ical studies that could be per¬ 
formed no other way. 

“These amazing animals 
have taught us a great deal 
already,” said NIH director Dr. 
Francis Collins. 

He said the decision helps 
usher in “a compassionate 
era.” 

The NIH’s decision was 
long expected, after the pres¬ 
tigious Institute of Medicine 
declared in 2011 that nearly 
all use of chimps for invasive 
medical research no longer 
can be justified. 

Much of the rest of the 
world already had ended 
such research with this 
species that is so like us.

They suggested Lilly would 
be put down because she had 
never learned to survive in 
the wild. 


The fight, which began in 
April, turned into a cause ce- 
lebre on television and on the 
Internet, sparking a protest 
movement. 

But Lilly’s story has a 
happy ending. 

Resolution was achieved 
when the family was al¬ 
lowed to apply for an Ex¬ 
hibition Class Permit at 
an annual cost of $450 US.

Ruling ‘righted a wrong,’ 
President Obama says 


President Barack Obama hailed 
the U.S. Supreme Court’s ruling 
that people in same-sex mar¬ 
riages are entitled to the same 
federal benefits as heterosexual 
married couples, declaring the 
court “has righted a wrong, and 
our countiy is better off for it.” 

Obama decided in 2011 to 
stop defending the 1996 law, 
concluding that it was legally 
indefensible. In a statement 
issued on Wednesday while he 
was flying on Air Force One 
to Africa, Obama said he had 
directed Attorney General Eric 
Holder to work with others 
in his administration to make 


sure federal law reflects the 
court’s decision. 

“This was discrimination 
enshrined in law,” he said. “We 
are a people who declared that 
we are all created equal — and 
the love we commit to one an¬ 
other must be equal as well.” 

His statement came mo¬ 
ments after he telephoned his 
congratulations to gay-rights 
advocate Chad Griffin and 
plaintiffs in a California gay- 
marriage case. “Through your 
courage, you’re helping out a 
whole lot of people,” Obama 
told them.

Gay-pride flags flew outside San Francisco city hall Wednesday — a landmark day 
for same-sex marriage after two U.S. Supreme Court rulings

all persons with whom same-sex couples interact, 
including their own children, that their marriage is 
less worthy than the marriages of others.” 

Justice Anthony Kennedy wrote in his decision — breaking partisan ranks. 


A marriage made in Toronto 
was at the heart of Wednes¬ 
day’s landmark U.S. Supreme 
Court ruling that struck down 
the Defense of Marriage Act, a 
historic day that also cleared 
the way for same-sex marriage 
in California, the most popu¬ 
lous state in the union. 

The ruling on the fed¬ 
eral U.S. legislation known as 
DOMA gives spouses in same 
sex unions a hill array of tax, 
health and pension benefits. 

The challenge to the legis¬ 
lation was spearheaded by 
83-year-old Edith Windsor, a 
New Yorker who married her 
longtime partner, Thea Spyer, 
six years ago in Canada, where 
samesex marriage has been 
legal for almost a decade. The 
couple’s marriage was recog¬ 
nized by New York state, but 


not by the federal government. 

When Spyer died in 2009, 
the federal government cited 
DOMA to force Windsor, who is 
now ailing, to pay $363,000 in 
taxes on her late wife’s estate — 
taxes that wouldn’t have been 
levied against her if she’d been 
married to a man. 

Windsor wasn’t at the Su¬ 
preme Court on Wednesday, 
but watched from her lawyer’s 
apartment in New York, where 
she was reportedly jubilant 


upon word that DOMA had 
been struck down. The law had 
been in effect since 1996, when 
it was signed into law by a now- 
apologetic Bill Clinton. 

“Children bom today will 
grow up in a world without 
DOMA,” a beaming Windsor 
told a New York news confer¬ 
ence. “And those children who 
are gay will be free to grow 
up and love and be married. 
If I had to survive Thea, what 
a glorious way to do it.... She 


would be so pleased.” 

Also on Wednesday, the high 
court cleared the way for same- 
sex marriage in California by 
ruling that defenders of Prop¬ 
osition 8, a ban on same-sex 
marriage, had no constitutional 
standing. That means a lower- 
court ruling in California that 
legalized same-sex marriage is 
again the law of the land. 

The two historic rulings will 
likely transform the United 
States on same-sex marriage, 
an issue now widely considered 
a civil-rights battle. 

As many legal experts pre¬ 
dicted, it was Justice Anthony 
Kennedy, a libertarian conserv¬ 
ative on the panel, who broke 
partisan ranks on the nine- 
member panel and voted in 
favour of striking down DOMA.

Healthy plants 
reflect the light more strongly, 
he said. 

“When plants aren’t happy, 
they look different, but not ne¬ 
cessarily different to our eyes,” 
he said. “We want to recognize 


plants that aren’t happy before 
there’s a reduction in yield.” 

Hamm was on a panel Tues¬ 
day at a meeting held by the 
Hermiston Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, the East Oregonian re¬ 
ported. 


The extension centre is fly¬ 
ing the drones over its own 
fields as well as over a private 
farm west of Boardman.

Ecuador 
playing it cool over asylum 



Moscow’s main airport 
swarmed with journalists 
from around the globe Wed¬ 
nesday, but the man they 
were looking for, National Se¬ 
curity Agency leaker Edward 
Snowden, was nowhere to be 
seen. 

The mystery of his where¬ 
abouts only deepened a day 
after President Vladimir Pu¬ 
tin said Snowden was in the 
transit area of Sheremetyevo 
Airport. 

There were ordinary 
scenes of duty free shop¬ 
ping, snoozing travellers and 
tourists sipping coffee but 
no trace of America’s most 
famous fugitive. 

Adding to the uncertainty, 


Ecuador’s foreign minister 
said it could take months to 
decide whether to grant asy¬ 
lum to Snowden. 

Snowden, who is charged 


with violating American 
espionage laws, fled Hong 
Kong over the weekend and 
flew to Russia. 

He booked a seat on a Ha¬ 


vana-bound flight Monday en 
route to Venezuela, but didn’t 
board the plane. His destina¬ 
tion was believed to be Ecua¬ 
dor. 

Putin insisted Tuesday that 
Snowden has stayed in the 
transit zone without passing 
through immigration and is 
free to travel where he likes. 

But the U.S.’s move to 
annul Snowden’s passport 
may have severely complicat¬ 
ed his travel plans. 

Exiting the transit area 
would require either board¬ 
ing a plane or passing 
through border control, both 
of which require a valid pass¬ 
port or other documentation.

Verizon’s interest 
in Canada sends 
shares of big 
three tumbling 

The impact of the poten¬ 
tial arrival of American 
giant Verizon in Canada’s 
cellphone market has 
left analysts divided, with 
some seeing benefits for 
consumers and others a lot 
of negatives.

carrier, has almost 100 
million subscribers, easily 
dwarfing the combined 
25 million held by Rogers 
Communications, Telus 
Corp. and Bell Inc.

izers choose a Shakespeare 
comedy and tragedy to por¬ 
tray to the hundreds of Ed¬ 
montonians that venture 
down to Hawrelak Park for 
the performances.

It’s passion that has Kirk¬ 
patrick pulling double duty 
by appearing in both plays.

His confidence will come 
in handy for the actors new 
to the festival. 

Unlike other shows that 
rehearse and perform on the 
same stage, the cast of the 
Freewill Shakespeare Festi¬ 
val can’t get too comfortable 
with their surroundings.

Wayne Knight’s legacy is 
sealed, thanks to two major 
contributions to 1990s cul¬ 
ture: Newman on Seinfeld and 
greedy Dennis Nediy in Jurassic 
Park. Knight returns to sitcom 
work with TV Land’s The Exes, 
now starting its third season, 
which also reunites him with 
his Third Rock From the Sun co- 
star Kristen Johnston. But like 
many old workhorses, there’s 
more to him, including films, 
shows and Broadway work. For 
instance, did you know he was 
on a 1980s sketch comedy show 
with Emma Thompson? 

What’s it like returning to 
sitcoms? 

Basically the nature of the job 
is equivalent to stealing. Once 
you’ve learned how to pilfer, 
you remember how to do it, 
it’s highly profitable, and it 
takes little effort. 

You’ve said one thing you like 
about your Exes character is he’s 
a bit opaque, and you can play 
him in different ways. 

This season we get to see a 
bit more variance. We peel 
away revelations about what 
his marriage was like. There’s 
depth to him that doesn’t show 
all the time. There’s broadness 
at times. There’s cynicism. It 
just depends on where he is in 
the plot. 

Do you consciously try to avoid 
some of the darker tones of 
Newman or Dennis Nedry? 

It’s more in the public’s eye 
than mine. I don’t know if 
I’m as versatile as I’d like to 
pretend (laughs). The thing is if 
you play two iconic characters 
who are evil guys, if you do it 
well, then that’s what people 
want to see you do. I spent 19 
years trying to change that, but 
after awhile you just go, “Oh, 
whatever.” 


Do you have a strong rapport 
with your cast mates? 

Everyone assumes that when 
you’re doing a show with 
people, you’re intimate and 
you’re going to go over to their 
house and you go out on a boat 
together. That’s not neces¬ 
sarily the case. Often times 
you’ll have the wolf and the 
sheepdog thing — “Hi, Ralph,” 
“Hi, Fred.” Then you go home. 

I find that eveiything on this 
set gets along. We have great 
respect for each other. 

You started as a serious stage 
actor when? 

I came to New York at 23, and 
was on Broadway for this play 
Gemini, which was a comedy. 

I honed my chops over three 
years of doing that play. What 
was fascinating to me (was) 
learning how an audience 
works. You just learn these 
things about comic timing. 

One of your earlier shows — 
the 1985 British-American 
sketch comedy Assaulted 
Nuts — had you working with 
Emma Thompson. What was 
the experience of that show? 
It was an interesting thing, 
partly because Emma 
Thompson was in it. This 
was before she became Dame 


Emma. We’re still friends, 
because I just think when 
you find somebody like that 
you tiy not to let them go. It 
was three British actors and 
three Americans and it was 
airing simultaneously on 
Cinemax and Channel 4 in 
Britain. It sunk in the middle 
of the ocean, because you’re 
tiying to combine British 
and American sensibilities. I 
don’t know if it worked, but 
it was fun to do. 

As far as films, you were in two 
separate Oliver Stone movies: 
Born on the Fourth of July and 
JFK. 

I had veiy little to do in Born 
on the Fourth of July. I had 
to push Tom Cruise into the 
Democratic Convention with 
John C. McGinley. We did this 
improv as we were shoving 
him through. I think Oliver 
was impressed I kept up with 
John C. He’s just a verbal 
gymnast. 

What was Stone like? 

It’s kind of like if you drank a 
bottle of booze and woke up 
from a fetid, sweaty dream, 
and there was somebody in 
the room. That would be Oli¬ 
ver Stone (laughs). You respect 
him and are frightened of 
him.

This growing season, the City of 
Edmonton is doing more to hunt 
down some of its worst offenders on 
private and public property — nox¬ 
ious weeds. 

These weeds are armed and 
dangerous. They can grow and 
spread quickly, invading crops and 
ecosystems, and making properties 
unsightly, overgrown and infested. 

The government of Alberta regu¬ 
lates the spread of noxious weeds and 
prohibited noxious weeds through 
the Weed Control Act. The City of 
Edmonton sets standards for keeping 
yards tidy through the Community 
Standards Bylaw. 

We all share responsibility for 
managing these invasive plants in 
Edmonton. As a property owner, you 
have many options for controlling 
noxious weeds: 

• You are required to mow your prop¬ 


erty to 10 centimetres (four inches) 
or less. Cutting weeds before they go 
to seed, with mowers or weed eaters, 
will kill them in a couple of years. 

• You can also pull weeds out of 
the ground by hand to control small 
numbers. 

• Keeping your lawn healthy will 
make it more difficult for weeds to 
grow or go to seed on your property. 

• Spraying weeds is also an option. 
Consult your local greenhouse to 
learn about eco-friendly products and 
how to apply them properly. 

• If you have a concern about a nox¬ 
ious weed infested property, you can 
file a bylaw complaint. 

When it comes to noxious weeds, 
it’s high time we work together to 
mow ’em down, pull ’em up and 
move ’em out.

SIMPLE STEPS CAN

Stars continue to 
foil at Wimbledon 


Wild Wednesday. 

Federer biggest of top- 
ranked players to fall on 
Day 3 at All England Club 


As tumultuous a day as pro¬ 
fessional tennis has produced 
in its nearly half-centuiy hist¬ 
ory ended in the most unfore¬ 
seeable, unexplainable way 
of all: A second-round loss by 
Roger Federer. 

The seven-time Wimbledon 
champion and 17-time Grand 
Slam champ shuffled off Centre 
Court, his streak of reaching 
at least the quarter-finals at a 
record 36 consecutive major 
tournaments snapped by a man 


ranked 116th. 

His remarkable 6-7 (5), 7-6 
(5), 7-5, 7-6 (5) loss to Sergiy 
Stakhovsky marked Federer’s 
earliest Grand Slam exit in a 
decade. 

“This is a setback, a dis¬ 
appointment, whatever you 
want to call it,” said Federer, the 
defending champion. “Got to 
get over this one. Some haven’t 
hurt this much, that’s for sure.” 

He had plenty of company 
on a wild, wild Wednesday 
brimming with surprising 
results, a slew of injuries — 
and all manner of sliding and 
tumbling on the grass courts, 
prompting questions about 
whether something made 
them more slippeiy. 

Seven players left because 


of withdrawals or mid-match 
retirements, believed to be the 
most in a single day at a Grand 
Slam in the 45-year Open era. 
Among that group: Second- 
seeded Victoria Azarenlca; sixth- 
seeded Jo-WilfriedTsonga; 18th- 
seeded John Isner; and Steve 
Darcis, the man who stunned 
Rafael Nadal on Monday. 

The third-seeded Federer 
simply was unable to derail 
Stakhovsky’s serve-and-volley 
style, breaking the 27-year-old 
Ukrainian only once. 

“I had my opportunities, 
had the foot in the door. When 
I had the chance, I couldn’t do 
it,” said Federer, who is 122- 
18 on grass over his career. 
“It’s veiy frustrating, veiy dis¬ 
appointing. I’m going to accept
